While on site it was estimated that Mr. Groves had somewhere between 800-900 tires on site. When asked where the tires originated from, he stated that 
individuals and two shops in particular provided him tires. The shops were JSK and Heavy D, both located in the Charleston area. He also stated that he 
disposed of tires in Benton Illinois, but at the time of the investigation was not able to name the shop. He was instructed to not move any scrap tires, 
unless they were cut up and then he could properly dispose of them at a permitted waste disposal facility. Otherwise, he was to contact a permitted scrap 
tire hauler to load the rest of the tires. 

As of October 7, 2022, Mr. Groves is attempting to dispose of the scrap tires through Hensons Transfer Station. He can either transport cut tires, or bring

smoking. | could not see any flames, but the pile was smoldering. There was no one around that was supervising the fire and the burn pile itself was well 
within 200 yards of a nearby occupied structure that is owned by the concerned party. The concerned party came outside and spoke with me for a brief 
minute before having to leave. He remained anonymous in that he didn't give his name or any contact information. There was a Quality Tree and Crane 
Services (QTC) dump truck located very close to the burn pile. 


After taking some photos of the smoldering wood waste, | went to the QTC office in an attempt to speak with Gary. Before leaving the concern location, | 
called the QTC office and left a voicemail. Once | arrived at the QTC office, | walked toward the shop around back and spoke with a few employees. One 
employee informed me that Gary was gone for the day. | briefly explained to this employee of the concern call we had gotten. | gave the employee my 
business card and asked if he would give it Gary the next day and to have him call me when he got the chance. | then left the QTC office. 


The next day, | received a call from Gary Hill. Mr. Hill informed me that neither he nor his employees have burned at the location in question for over a 
month. Mr. Hill informed me that he is unaware who started the fire, but that it was not him. Mr. Hill told me that he has a few different locations where he 
takes his wood waste and that he even had intended in cleaning up this location soon. Mr. Hill said that when this burn pile smolders out, he intends to try 
and clean it up.

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Comments On September 21, 2022, the Department received a concern referencing the accumulation of tires and open burning them at 25632 Maries Road 408, 
Belle. Photos of a large plume of black smoke were provided, as well as a description of a scrap tire hauling truck that belonged to Mid MO Tire 
Disposal, a permitted scrap tire hauler and processor for Missouri. 


On October 5, 2022, | arrived at 25632 Maries Road 408, Belle, where | was accompanied by Josh Wilkerson, Env. Manager. Upon arriving at the site, 
we drove by the property. There was a gold dodge truck parked on the property that was referenced as hauling the scrap tire metal in a trailer. The 
trailer was also visible from the drive and still had the scrap tire metal on it. Before pulling up, we drove down the road to turn around. Approximately 
five minutes later, we arrived back at the property. Upon arrival, there was a large scrap tire hauler truck parked in the driveway. The truck matched the 
description of Mid MO Tire Disposal's permitted scrap tire hauling and processing truck. The truck was loaded with tires. 


Once we pulled into the driveway, Mr. Keeling approached and we introduced ourselves. We informed him that we received a concern regarding 
burning tires. When asked if he had been burning tires, he acknowledged that he had burned multiple tires. He gave us permission to walk and observe 
his property and he showed us where the primary burn location was. The burn area was large, Mr. Keeling stated that he originally was using the tires 
to assist with burning tree stumps, then he started burning large amounts of tires. When asked to estimate the amount of tires burned, he stated roughly 
400 tires had been burned on the property. He did have another burn location nearby that mainly consisted of residential waste, but there was evidence 
that tires had been used to start the fires. There were also tires below that burn pile to assist with erosion control, but they did not appear to be 
anchored down in any way. 


There were also an estimated 75 tires left on site, not including what was still loaded on the truck. The tires left were a mixture of scrap and used tires. 
When walking back up the road, another burn pile was observed. This one had been recently cleaned up. The metal scrap from the tires had been 
loaded onto a trailer for transport. There was still some tire remnants in the pile and a small amount of tires located behind the burn pile in the woods. 


When Mr. Keeling was asked about the situation, he stated that he was using the truck to pick up tires from various individuals and shops. He stated 
that he had been doing this for roughly three weeks. When he was asked about it being Mid MO Tire Disposal's truck (Cliff Pankey), he stated that Cliff 
let him borrow the truck. He said that Cliff showed him how to use the cutter and instructed him to transport the processed tires to Prairie Valley Landfill 
He stated that he was not an employee of Mid MO Tire Disposal and that he was not being paid by Mid MO Tire Disposal. He stated that he originally 
burned a few tires to assist with some stumps on the property but then gradually started burning more tires. 

Mr. Keeling has been issued a Referral Notice of Violation via the Waste Management Program and the Air Pollution Control Program.

A public health hazard is to be as determined by the local fire department, police department, health department, or other authorities on a case-by-case 
basis.

An internet review of the area suggested that this location is a single-family residential dwelling.

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Concern No. 51586 Concern Info There is a dangerous health and safety hazard in the local area of Cherokee Pass, just south of Fredericktown, Missouri. An old 
sawmill, formerly Berry's Wood Products, was sold to private homeowners a few years ago. Since they have lived on the lot, 
they have continued to set fire to the old sawdust pile multiple times, filling the surrounding area with plumes of smoke that has 
lasted days, if not weeks, at a time. There is a genuine concern for safety in terms of fire possibly spreading, and the plumes of 
smoke reaching miles in any direction, creating poor air quality. Actions must be taken, as most locals are equally concerned 
about a possible flash fire, and the air they must breathe every day, yet nothing has been done to remedy this in the years it's 
occurred. | hope you take it into very serious consideration.

Comments Before visiting the property, | contacted the Scott County Sheriff's Department for a brief history on the property and owners. Based on discussion, it was 
decided it would be best to be accompanied by someone from the sheriffs department while conducting this investigation. 


On September 28, 2022, | arrived at the property. | was accompanied by Dawson Bennett, Env. Specialist, Detective Michael Williams, and Lieutenant 
Robyn Meredity of the Scott County Sheriffs Department. While conducting the investigation, a large number of tires were observed on the property. It 
was a mixture of used and scrap tires. | went over the requirements with Mr. Groves about what determines if a tire can be classified as used or scrap. 
We also went over the requirements to be able to haul scrap tires. In Missouri you are required to obtain a permit in order to haul and dispose of scrap 
tires. 


?No open burning of tires was identified during the investigation. Mr. Groves was provided awareness of not conducting these actions. 

While on site it was estimated that Mr. Groves had somewhere between 800-900 tires on site. When asked where the tires originated from, he stated that 
individuals and two shops in particular provided him tires. The shops were JSK and Heavy D, both located in the Charleston area. He also stated that he 
disposed of tires in Benton Illinois, but at the time of the investigation was not able to name the shop. He was instructed to not move any scrap tires, 
unless they were cut up and then he could properly dispose of them at a permitted waste disposal facility. Otherwise, he was to contact a permitted scrap 
tire hauler to load the rest of the tires. 

As of October 7, 2022, Mr. Groves is attempting to dispose of the scrap tires through Hensons Transfer Station. He can either transport cut tires, or bring 


in a roll off trailer and load the cut/uncut tires accordingly for proper disposal. A followup will occur to determine if Mr. Groves has removed the scrap tires 
from his property. ??
